Veal emptied three chambers of a 
revolver at Garner, according to wit- 
nesses, one shot striking Garner in the 
arm and inflicting a flesh wound, 
which was dressed at Grady hospital. 

The shooting occurred at Broad and 
Marietta streets shortly after a o’clock, 
when Garner and Mrs. Veal, who had 
been taking pictures at the capitol 
building, boarded the jitney to go to 
Mrs. Veal’s home, 213 West Pine street. 
Mrs. Veal and Garner had with them 
Mrs. Veal’s 9- year-old son, Orville, and 
Garner’s young nephew, Frank Gar- 
ner. 

Mra. Ven! Tells Story. 
“We had just returned from the cap- 


itol.” said Mrs. Veal, “and had 
started to get in the jitney bus to g0 
home when Mr. Veal walked up and 
said something to Mr. Garner about| 
his going with me. He was very 
ary, although I have mv first verdict 
divorce and it is none of his business 


who goes with me. 

“Mr. Garner and Mr. Veal had some 
words. I don’t recall what they said, 
but they were fussing. Then Mr. Veal 
pulled out his pistol and began shoot- 
ing. He shot at us twice as we were 
getting into the machine and fired at 
us again as the machine started off. 
There were so other people in the 
car besides us, ahd I do not see how 
he could have missed everybody as 
he did.” 

Mrs. Veal] said that this is the second 
trouble that she and;Garner, who has 
been a friend of hers for. several 
months, have experienced from Veal on 
account of their friendship. The first 
occasion, she said, was about a month 
ago, when she went to the West Mer- 
ritts Avenue Baptist church with Gar- 
ner, and Veal came to the church and 
threatened to kill Garner,if he did not 
quit going with her. 

Said He Was Sorry. 

Mrs. Veal stated that Mr. Veal later 
wrote her a letter and told her that 
he was sorry he had acted so, and 
that he did not intend to bother her 
again. 

Mrs. Veal said that Veal left her of 
his own accord about two yedrs ago, 
and that she is suing for divorce on 
ground of cruel treatment and drunk- 
enness. Mrs. Veal is in the employ 
of the Byrd Printing company. She 
stated that she has been working ever | 
since before her separation from her 
husband in order to support herselrt 
and child, leaving the little boy with 
Sheltering Arms while she worked. 

Mrs. Veal is 36 years old. Garner, 
who is a concrete worker, is 33 years 
old. Veal is 54 years old, and his em- 
ployment was given at police station as 
night watchman for the Georgia Rail- 
Way and Power company.

Unless Some Great Change 
Occurs in the Next Two

Washington, October 22.—(Special.)

New York, October 22.—Charles E. 
Hughes, republican candidate for presi- 
dent, denied tonight the charge of the 
democratic national committee that he 
had entered into a secret agreement 
with the American Independent confer- 
ence, in which Jeremiah A O’Leary is 
said to be the central figure. 

His denial was in reply te a state- 
ment issued from democratic headquar- 
ters in this city containing what pur- 
ported to be a report made by O’Leary 
at the session of the conference in Chi- 
cago of what occurred at a meeting 
between Mr. Hughes and 2 committee 
from the conference .headed by Mr. 
O’Leary. In this alleged report O’Leary 
was quoted as having said: ‘‘Mr. Hughes 
promised that his future conduct in 


\ the speech-making line should be en- 


tirely satisfactory to the interests of 
the committee.” - 

The democratic statement charged 
that O’Leary and his committee were 
delegated to meet Mr. Hughes and as- 
certain his attitude with rcference to 
“Mr. Roosevelt’s pro-British and anti- 
American utterances in particular and- 
his (Mr..-Hughes’) policies in general.” 

The republican reply was issued at 
Mont Claire at night after a three- 


hour conference between National Chair 


man W. R. Willcox and Mr. Hughes. 
The former called earlier in the even- 
ing, took dinner with the nominee an‘1t 
afterwards went into conference with 
him over the nominee’s recent trip. 
While they were conferring the demo- 
cratic statement was read to them over 
the telephone, . 
Statement for Hughes. 

A few minutes before midnight Chair- 
man Willcox issued this statement: 

“Chairman Willcox said this evening 
that the matter referre@ to had beey 
brought to the aktention of ‘dr.

At the very 
beginning, in nty speech of acceptance. 
I declared my position in favor of the 
absolute protection of American lives, 
American property and Amevican com- 
merce. This I reiterated te these per- 
sons and I have stated it to all others 
who have asked interviews, as well as 
in my public speeches, 

“*To this maintenance of all Ameri- 
can rights I adhere and shall continue 
to adhere. I have declared over and 
over again that I have made no pri- 
vate agreements and have engaged in 
no intrigues, and I-repeat that state- 
ment.” 

After quoting Mr. Hughes as above, 
Chairman Willcox’s statement contin- 
ues: 

“Chairman Willcox further said that 
the national committee has not had and 
has not now any agreement or under- 
standing with anybody on such a mat- 
ter.”’ 

Apparently neither Mr. Hughes or 
Mr. Willcox Knew that the statement 
was to be forthcoming until after din- 
ner tonight. Mr. Willcox on his arrival 
at Mont Claire announced that he’ had 
called to confer with Mr. Hughes con- 
cerning the last trip and the itinerary 
for the next one. Early in the everfing 
Colonel George Harvey called and paid 
his respects to Mr. Hughes.

That Atlanta and the whole squth 
are threatened with a coal famine this 
winter of such magnitude as may make 
it impossible to procure coal at any 
price and at best make the consumers 
pay double what they did a year ago 
is the opinion of leading coal dealers 
interviewed by The Constitution yes- 
terday. 

They say that the prices charged 
at the mines have advanced from 100 
to 200 per cent within the last thirty 
days and that many operators will not 
make contracts for future delivery at 
any price. Shortage of cars and the 
shipping of large quantities of Ameri- 
can coal to South America are the 
causes given for the situation. 

E. M. Seabrook, president of the 
Seabrook Coal company, who has just 
returned from a four days’ visit to the 
Alabama coal fields, said that in twen- 
ty years’ experience in the coal busi- 
ness, he had never seen such condi- 
tions as are now .prevailing.

GERMANS IN PURSUIT 
OF RETREATING ENEMY 


Bucharest Admits Ruma- 
nian and Russian Forces 
Have Been Forced Back in 
Dobrudja, But Claims Re- 
pulse of Teutonic Forces 
on Transylvania Front. 


New York, October 22.—:By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—In the 
face of continued violent attacks by 
the Teutonic allies in Dobrudja, from 
the Danube to the Black sea, the Ru- 
manians and their Russian allies are 
still falling back. 

The towns of Toprai Sari, 14 miles 
southwest of Constanza, and Cobadin. 
17 miles southeast of the I‘anube town 
of Rachova, have been taken by the 
combined Austrian, German, Bulgarian 
and Turkish forces, who are declared 
by Berlin to be in pursuit of their de- 
feated antagonists. 

On the Transylvania front hard fight- 
ing continues in the mountain passes 
but with the result in doubt. owing to 
the conflicting statements of the Ber- 
lin, Petrograd and Bucharest war of- 
fices. Petrograd says the Humanians 
have been forced back in the Buzou 
valley, Bucharest, however, does not 
concede this, asserting that counter 
attacks by the Teutonic aliies here 
were repulsed at the point of the bay- 
onet. It is evident from the official 
statements, notwithstanding their dis- 
crepancies as to results, thut no great 
changes in position have taken place 
anywhere along this front, but the Ru- 
manians are fighting tenaciously to 
hold back the would-be.invaders of 
their country. 

Notwithstanding bad weathtr on the 
Macedonian front, slight additional] 
progress has been made by the entente 
allies in the Cerna river r>rsion. Ger- 
man troops now are aiding their Bul-

GERMAN RUSHES. 


Twice during Sunday—in the morning 
and in the afternoon—the Germans 
launched violent attacks against the 
positions newly won by the French 
in the Chaulnes wood, south of the 
Somme river, in France. Both attacks 
were repulsed, the Germans suffering 
heavy casualties, according to Paris. 
Some of the attackers in the morning 
offensive gained a foothold in thea 
French first line, but were surrounded 
and the 150 survivors made prisoner.

A general attack was made yesterday 
by the Austreo-German forces in Ga- 
lacia, southeast of Lemberg. The war 
office announced today that the Rus- 
sians nad been defeated and now hold 
only a small stretch of territory on 
the west bank of the Narayuvka river. 
The sustrians and Germans inflicted 
heavy losses un the Russians and tvuok 
750 prisoners.

The Very Rev. Father Bazin, vicar gen- 
eral of the diocese of Savannah, died 
some time Saturday at Sharon, Ga. The 
body reached Augusta tonight and was 
conveyed to the parsonage of St. Pat- 
rick’s church, where it will remain 
until Monday morning, when it will 
be taken to Savannah for interment on 
Tuesday. 

Father Bazin’s death will come as a 
great shock as well as a surprise to 
many Georgians, for during the past 
forty-nine years he had ‘cen pastor 
at Macon, Savannah, Augusta, Atlanta, 
Washington and Sharon, being pastor 
at the last named place at the time of 
his death. 

The exact hour of hjs death is not 
known. He returned in his usual good 
health Saturday night, and early Sun- 
day morning he was found on his knees 
at his bedside, having died during the 
night while engaged in preyer. 

Father Bazin was born in Lyons, 
France, but had been in this country 
since young manhood. He was 72 years 
of age, and was ordained ir 1867, when 
he was 24 years of age. He would have 
celebrated his golden jubilee next June. 
when the dignity and title of a mon- 
signorship would have been conferred 
upon him.

‘Dr. Adler Killed Count 
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POLITICS CAUSED 
PREMIER'S MURDER 


Because Latter 
Refused to Convene Par- 
liament—Adler Is Super- 
Radical. 


Vienna, October 21.—(Via Berlin and 
Sayville Wireless to the Associated 
Press, October 22.)—The assassination 
of the Austrian premier, Count Karl 
Stuergkh, was purely political and was 
induced by his refusal to convene par- 
liament, according to the admission of 
Dr. Friedrich Adler, his assailant, 
shortly after his arrest. 

Dr. Adler is an eccentric and super- 
radical socialist, sometimes known as 
“the Liebknecht of Austria.” He is 
editor of Der Kampf. At first he de- 
clined to reveal his motives, but after 
being locked up he broke duwn and 
declared the premier’s political poli- 
cies had led him to do the deed. 

He Wounded Two Men. 

Dr. Adler’s arrest was accumplished 
after the wounding of two men who 
leaped at him when he fired on Count 
Bluergkh. He discharged the two re- 
maining chambers of his revolver at 
these men belore AUSLFian and German 
olticers, with drawh savers, overpow- 
vred him, 

Tne wounded men, who were injured 
Slightly, are Baron Aehrenthal, broth- 
er of the late foreign minister, and 
of the Hotel Meissl 
und Schadn, in which the shuoting oc- 
curred. 

Count Stuergkh arrived at the hotel 
at 1:3” o'clock. With him at luncheon 
were Baron Aehrenthal, Count Tog- 
gsenburg, governor of the Tyrol; Herr 
Vienna musi- 
Cian, and an actor from the Court 
theater, 

At 2 o’clock Adler, 
Known to the premier, 
took a seat three tables away. 
luncheon and paid for the meal, 
lingered at the table. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock he arose, ad- 
vanced quickly toward the premier and 
fired three shots. The first missed. 
The next two struck the premier in 
the head. Without a word, Count 
Stuergkh fell back lifeless in his chair. 

Baron Aehrenthal sprang toward 
Adler. The head waiter ran up from 
behind the assassin and grasped the 
hand that held the revoiver. Adler 
free and fired two 
shots. Baron Aehrenthal was woanded 
in the foot. The waiter received only 
ga superficial wound. 

Assassin Surrenders. 

Seeing that the struggle vas hope- 
less, Dr. Adler surrendered to the of- 
ficers who crowded upon him and gave 
up his revolver. Apparently he was 
the calmest man in the room. He gave 
his nanre without hesitation and 
added: 

“if you please, gentlemen, 
perfectly well what 1 have done, 
shall not resist arrest.” 

In reply to a question ag ‘to the rea- 
son for his act, he said at first: ‘‘That 
I shall have to answer in court.” 

it was half an hour later that he ad- 
mitted that he had been actuated by 
political motives. 

Physicians and high police and state 
officials reached the scene of _ the 
shooting within a few minutes, but 
found thai the ‘premier was dead. 
News of the assassination spread like 
wildfire and was received with indig- 
nation and serrow. 

The assassin, who is 32 years old, is 
ason of Dr. Victor Adler, a reicherath 
deputy and a socialist of mild type. 
By a strange coincidence the father 
was speaking before the reichsrath in 
1911 when Count Stuergkh was shot at 
by the Dalmatian socialist 
Vakuseh. On that ogcasion the count 
was uninjured.

SLAIN PREMIER 


REACTIONARY. 


Berlin, Saturday, October 21.—(Py 
Wireless to the Associated Press, via 
Sayville, October 22.)—Little is Known 
here regarding the motives for the as- 
sassination of Premier Stuergkh. The 
premier was a firm opponent of pro- 
gressive trends in Austrian politics. He 
withstood unswervingly the demand for 
the convocation of parliament, which 
has not been in session since before 
the war. He was largely responsible 
for the stern Austrian press censor- 
ship, but there were no indications here 
that the waves of political feeling had 
run high enough in Austria to result 
in his assassinaxion. 

The premier was not regarded as a 
man of particular force, but rather as 
the representative of a system. So far 
as known, his personal honcr and in- 
tegrity were never questioned. 

A ‘Vienna dispatch to the Overseas 
News agency says that the Austrian 
cabinet held a session after the assas- 
sination of Premier Stuerghk, presided 
over by the senior member, Bzeron Geor- 
gi, minister of national defense. in 
accordance with precedent, all the min- 
isters will offer their resignation, but 
it is not expected they will be accepted 
by Emperor Joseph. 

Among those mentioned as possible 
successors of Count Stuargkh are 
Prince Hohenlohe-Schillingsfurst, Bx- 
ron von Beck, former premier, and Dr. 
Koerber, minister of finance.

BY EXPLOSION IN MINE 


No Hope Entertained for the 
Lives of the Alabama 


Miners. 


Birmingham, Ala., October 22.—No 
hove is entertsined for the lives of 
twelve men who were ehtrapped by a 
terrific explosiun at the mines of the 
Roden Coal company at Marvel, Ala., 
this afternoon at 2:45 o’clock. Seven 
white men, including the chief elec- 
trician and the master mechanic, and 
five nezroes are }kxnown to be entombed 
in an entry. presumably, the twelfth. 

The cause of the explosion has not 
been definitely learned, but it is be- 
lieved to have been due to gas.

BANDITS IN BATTLE 
WITH CREW OF TRAN 


Five Men Who Held Up Train 
in Louisiana Are Put 
to Flight. 


Shreveport, La., October 22.—Five 
men held up an ea'tstbound passenger 
train on the Vicksburg, Shreveport and 
Pacific railroad near Rayville, La, 
early tonight, but were put to flight 
after an exchange of shots with mem- 
bers of the train crew before they 
could gain entrance to the mail or bag- 
gage cars. None of the train men were 
wounded and, so far as could be as- 
certained, all of the bandits escaped 
without injury, according to reports 
received here. 

The mén presumably boarded. the 
train, known as No, 2, at Rayville and, 
crawling over the tender of the en- 
gine, forced the engineer to bring the 
train to a stop about a mile outside 
the town. They then attempted te 
uncouple the passenger coaches from 
the baggage and express cars, but fail- 
ed, and when their’ efforts to force 
open the doors of the cars also were 
without success, they opened fire on 
the train. Several bullets went through 
the windows of the baggage car and 
another narrowly missed the engineer. 

A man named Gulledge, a railroad 
flagman, gained a point of vantage 
when the firing started and returned 
the shots, the robbers taking to their 
heels and disappearing in a dense 
Swamp when it became apparent that 
their attempt at banditry was to be 
resisted. 

Posses were quickly organized in 
Rayville and started in pursuit of the 
men.

“We are quoting Jellico coal at $6.50 
per ton as against $5 last year, but 
the price is bound to go much higher 
on account of the big advances made 
at the mines.

quantities, is now quoted at points of 
production at $2.75 to $3 per ton. Even 
the lowest grade of nut, which a year 
ago might be obeained for 75 cents, 
they are now asking $2.25 for. We 
have a fair stock on hand, but the 
demand is brisk.” 

Causes of Increasc. 

Mr. Seabrook, president of the Sea- 
brook Coal company, went into some 
detail as to the causes to which it 


i's to be assigned. 

“Previous to the outbreak of the 
European war,’ he said, “this country 
had little or no export demand for 
coal. All the coal consumed in South 
America was furnished that continent 
from England, Belgium and Germany. 
With the outbreak of hostilities, South 
American countries found their usual 
sources of supply closed to them. It 
took about a.year for this trage to 
reaajust itself and it was only within 
the jast seven or eight month's that 
the change has been seriously telt 


here. 

“Now I am informed tl.at the big 
coal operators in Virginia and West 
Virginia have taken over the contracts 
of London dealers to supply South 
America.

The railroads handling coal from 
the mines, of course, had to pass the 
cars to other roads to convey it to the 
northwest. They say that it takes at 
least *hree months to get cars back 
from there.

What They Said to Hughes. 


A statement read to Mr. Hughes by 
the ‘‘special committee,” according to 
the democratic national cummittee, 
said in part: 

“We, representing a large percentage 
of the voters of the United States who 
believe in the principles of American 
independence and sovereignty, in con- 
ference assembled at Detroit, Mich., 
September 7, 1916, have been attracted 
by the telegram of congratulation 
which was sent by the Hon. Charles E. 
Hughes, republican candidate for presi- 
dent of the United States, to Theodore 
Roosevelt upon the deliverance by him 
of a public speech at the city of Lewis- 
ton, Maine, which carried with it, by 
expression and implication, an indorse- 
ment by Mr. Hughes of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
pro-British and anti-American public 
utterances, which position has hereto- 
fore been condemned by us in confer- 
ence and convention, as inconsistent 
with American ideals and American 
history. ‘ 

“Under these circumstances we de- 
side to call the attention of Mr. Hughes 
to the fact that Mr. Roosevelt, actuated 
by race preiudice and a desire to serve 
British interests, designedly attacked 
a large part of the American people, 
while he did not mention any of the 
flagrant, arrogant and continual trans- 
gressions upon American rights’ by 
Great Britain. 

“We, therefore, designate Carl E. 
Schmitt, Wl R. MacDonald, Jeremiah 
A. O’Leary and Frank Seiberlich as 
our representatives to place before Mr. 
Hughes this document, and we further 
respectfully request and empower them 
to secure from Mr. Hughes a definite 
statement for the benefit of a broad

The 
demand for steam coal has never been 
so great as at present. This is due to 
the fact that norehern factories are now

Kentucky fields for their supply. 

“Many enterprises are Ss» eager to 
get coal that they are wi'ling to pay 
almost any price for it. The result is 
that the lowest grades of steam coal, 
nut and slack, are now bringing at the 
mine three times what thcy did last 
vear, while ordinary grades are selling 
for two and a half times as much. 

“Several causes have combined to 
reduce the supply, chief of them being 
the shortage of cars and the shortage 
of labor. There is about 40 to 50 per 
cent shortage of cars and 26 per cent 
shortage of labor, so that the produc- 
tion is reduced to between 30 and 40 
per cent of normal.” 


MOTON TELS NEGROES 
TO REMAIN IN SOUTH 


Montgomery, Ala., October 22.—Major 
R. R. Moton, president of Tuskegee in- 
stitute, Tuskegee, Ala., the successor 
of adhe late Dr. Booker T. Washington, 
in his first address to a Montgomery 
audience this afternoon told 1,500 white 
people and negroes that the negro 
should remain in the south and study 
his own shortcomings with a desire 
and aim to overcome them. He said 
the race needs to get rid of the lazy. 
shiftless negro if it hopes tu cope with 
the white man, and added that the race 
has much to be thankful for in the 
south. 

Moton urged the negroes to stay in 
the south, saying: 

“In New York, I understand from a 
letter just received from a physician. 
the negroes are finding it very difficult 
even now to find places to stay; they 
are huddled togethe.s in quarters like 
pigs, and many of them cannot find any 
place, and there is bound to be suffer- 
ing this winter. 

“They will take colds and develop 
pneumonia and consumption, as wel] 
as other diseases: they either will die 
there or be brought home in a dying 
condition.” .

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SAVING A MILLION. 
The right decision promptly rendered in 
the matter of allowance by the federal gov- 
ernment to Georgia for her convicts’ use on 


the public roads on the same basis as that 
of free labor, means the saving of at least 
a million dollars to this state in the matter 
of good roads construction under the federal 
aid act. 

The federal government proposes within 
the next five years, dating from July 1, 1916, 
to pay $2,000,000 toward the building of 
better roads in Georgia, provided Georgia 
matches this sum, dollar for dollar, in labor, 
cash and materials. As a matter of fact, 
the cost of the labor is the chief item of 
expense which will enter into the work to 
_be done. 

Measured upon a free labor basis, Geor- 
gia will put more than a million dollars in 
convict labor alone into the road improve- 
ment projects to be prosecuted under the 
federal aid act. It is imperatively neces- 
sary, therefore, that Georgia shall be given 
full credit for the value of her convict labor 
on the roads, the same as if that convict 
labor had been converted into cash and free 
labor employed with the money. 

Thus the situation presents the doubly 
important phase of saving a round million 
dollars to Georgia’ and of the unquestioned 
justice of the proposal, regardless of wheth- 
er there were involved a dollar of saving 
or not. 

Here are two very good and sufficient 
reasons why Georgia’s senators and repre- 
sentatives in congress should get busy with 
this question at once and see to it that 
Georgia suffers neither this injustice at the 
hands of the federal good roads bureau, nor 
the loss of a million dollars which by right 
is hers. 

It has been but a few years since the 
hue and cry was raised over Georgia against 
the convict lease system. This agitation 
promptly resulted in the placing of the con- 
victs on the roads. It was a wise and im- 
portant step upon Georgia's part, and today 
there is no right-thinking Georgian who 
regrets it. 

But it is the height of folly as well-as 
outrageous injustice to this state to con- 
clude that because the convict lease system 
has been abrogated, therefore Georgia is 
entitled in this case to recognition only to 
the extent of the expense of convict main- 
tenance. 

In matching dollars with the federal gov- 
ernment, Georgia proposes to give more and 
better service in her convict labor than any 
other state can possibly give by the employ- 
ment of free labor. She demands that recog- 
nition which is her unquestioned right. 

Again we say it is time for the Georgia 
congressional delegation to get busy and 
see to it now that no such injustice is done 
their state. 


SOCIAL WORK IN GEORGIA. 


The coming social welfare conference to 
be held in Macon next Friday and Saturdav 
is the first step vet taken toward the co- 
ordination of social work in this state: and 
it promises organization through which 
definite state-wide results may be attained. 

Georgia is one among a few of the states 
which have so far taken no step in this 
direction. There are civic organizations in 
many of the cities of the state and in some 
few counties which are putting forth sub- 
stantial community effort; but up to now 
nothing like state-wide activity and influence 
has been attempted. 

In the majority of other states there are 
recognized social welfare commissions, au- 
thorized and established by legislative ac- 
tion, whose members are usually appointed 
by the governor, and who act in suggestive 
and supervisory capacity in the extension 
of effort for social betterment throughout 
the whole state. 

One of the chief purposes of the Macon 
convention, next to arousing interest in the 
movement throughout Georgia, is to take 
steps to secure legislative sanction for such 
a welfare commission in this state. 
be done, of course, without a dollar's ex- 


pense to the state, although the movement 
is one which unquestionably justifies state 
support, as soon as the state is able to 
give it. 

The conference proposes to deal with 
such problems as those presented by delin- 
quent and more or less community-depend- 
ent children; health conditions, poverty and 
crime; and to give such direction to its ef- 
forts toward betterment in these conditions 
as will prove of direct community advan- 
tage. In other words, its purpose is to 
endeavor to do those things which will re- 
sult in raising the average and strengthen- 
ing the standards in all communities of the 
state. ; 

Leading Georgians, officials and others, 


| are taking part in the Macon gathering, and 


indications are that practically every sec- 
tion of the state will be well represented. 
Preliminary arrangements are in the hands 
of a special committee appointed for the 
purpose by Governor Harris. 

The important thing is that a great work 
which has heretofore been desultory and 
confined to a few communities will, through 
this Macon conference, become state-wide 
in its scope and influence. Certainly, too, 
another legislature will provide for it at 
least official sanction through the creation 
of a Georgia commission for the prosecution 
of welfare work all over the state. 


PROSPERITY SIGNPOSTS. 


There is nothing which soa surely stands 
as the signpost of agricultural prosperity as 
the packing plant, and there is far more 
than ordinary interest in the fact that these 
institutions are rapidly springing up 
throughout the southeast. 

It is even of greater interest to Georgians 
to know that four out of eight new packing 
plants now being erected or soon to go up 
in the southeastern section will be built in 
this state. Some of them, in fact, are al- 
ready under construction. 

This information given in brief detail by 
the Southeast Live Stock, a monthly mag- 
azine of Columbus, Ga., is surprising in its 
significance. It indicates a more rapid de- 
velopment of the live stock industry 
throughout this section than many have yet 
dreamed of. The statement follows: 


A packing plant has just been com- 
pleted at Jacksonville, Fla., by one of 
the big meat packing concerns of the 
west, and will be placed in operation 
October 20. It has a daily capacity of 
1,000 hogs, 200 head of cattle and 200 
sheep. 

Another meat packing concern of the 
. west has announced that it will estab- 
“¢ lish a packing plant in Jacksonville. 

Contractors are completing buildings 
at Statesboro, Ga., for a packing plant, 
which is to be placed in operation by 
January 1, next. The main building is 
a four-story, brick _ structure. Fhis 
plant will cost more than $100,000 and 
will have a daily capacity of more than 
200 hogs and a number of head of cat- 
tle and other stock. 

Announcement has been made that a 
packing plant will be established at 
Macon, Ga., at a cost of $750,000, or 
more. 

Nearly $100,000 of the stock of a com- 
pany organized at Tifton, Ga., to estab- 
lish a packing plant in that city has been 
subscribed. 

A company has been incorporated at 
Augusta, Ga. to establish a $300,000 
packing plant in that city, and packing 
plant companies have been organized in 
Greenville and Orangeburg, S. C. 

A packing plant has been established 
eee in Tampa, Fla. 

On June 6, last, a new packing plant 
was placed in operation in Andalusia, 
Ala. It has a capacity of about 3,000 
hogs and 800 head of cattle a week. It 
cost $150,000. | 
Georgia’s two packing plants already in 

operation, the pioneer White Provision com- 
pany in Atlanta, and the Moultrie Packing 
company, which has been in constant opera- 
tion now for two years, paved the way; 
and from now on we may expect to see 
them spring up rapidly wherever the sur- 
rounding country will undertake to keep 
them supplied with the raw material—cattle 
and hogs. 

In connection with this remarkable 
growth of the packing house industry 
throughout the southeast, such splendid 
cattle displays as that at the Southeastern 
fair, and such incidents as that of the or- 
ganization the past week of the Georgia 
Shorthorn Cattle Breeders’ association here 
in Atlanta, are strikingly significant. 

The farmers are fast taking hold and in 
live stock will find a speedy solution of the 
south’s most distressing agricultural prob- 
lem—the one crop fetich. It will come even 
more rapidly than we have thought; it is an 
achievement almost of tomorrow. 

Some one has well said that the most 
powerful enemy of the boll weevil is the 
silo. It may well be true. With full silos 
waiting upon fattening stock, what farmer 
would rush his cotton to a seven, eight or 
even a ten-cent market? 

Besides, a well-fatted steer is just as 
much the quick equivalent of cash as a bale 
of middling cotton. With two cash crops at 
his command the farmer shakes off his de- 
pendence; the one will well maintain him 
while he holds the other for a rising market. 

And it is the packing house that makes 
the fatted steer and the rotund hog a quick 
cash product. The two come together. The 
new packing house means that more live 
stock is being grown, and more live stock 
makes essential the erection of the packing 
house. 

The southeast should and soon will set 
up one of these prosperity signposts in

Editor Constitution: JI have read with 
great interest the editorials appearing in The 
Constitution from _time to time on the sub- 
ject of lynching in Georgia.

the discussion sifted down to the underlying 
railroad commission, because these rates are 


fundamentals—enforcement of the law, and 
increased Christian enlightenment by means 
of education. Where the law is not enforced 
and where illiteracy and mob rule reign 
there is only one word that fits the situation 
—anarchy. 

By your vigorous editorials on this sub- 
ject your efforts to place the blame for the 
non-enforcemefit of the law where that 


blame should rest—upon the shoulders of the | 
sheriff who, for political reasons or lack of 


courage, failed to do his duty, and your ef- 
forts to enlighten the illiterate class in 
Georgia by compulsory education and free 
school books, you have done a tremendous 
service to this state. 

But you also accomplished something 
more than this: something of an actual] con- 
crete nature. The influence of your edito- 
rials, together with those of The Augusta 
Chronicle and other prominent newspapers 
throughout Georgia, was such as actually to 
diminish the number of lynchings percep- 
tibly. When the statistics appeared which 
placed Georgia as the leading lynching state 
for 1915, it was mentioned that the lynchings 
during January and February, 1916, were oc- 
curring at a rate that would eclipse 1915's 
record. These statistics, putting Georgia in 
the shameful position that they did before 
the eyes of the nation, were the direct cause 
of the editorials to which I have referred. 
There resulted such a wave of Opposition to 
lynching and to the position held by Georgia 
that for the time it appeared that the mob 
element was cowed from undertaking a 
lynching—that they felt the eyes of the State 
were upon them. For several months the 
absence of accounts of lynchings in the Da- 
pers was noticeable. . 

This was, indeed, encouraging. But of late

Editor Constitution: The Georgia Ship- 
pers’ association, which was organized for 
the protection of the shipping interests of 
the state, and more particularly for the pur- 
pose of resisting the unreasonable advances 
in freight rates proposed by the railroads of 
Georgia in their petition now pending before 
the railroad commission, is confronted with 
an enormous undertaking. 

Georgia shippers should thoroughly under- 
stand that their interests and their pros- 
perity are vitally at stake in the outcome of 
this case. 

They should understand that the rail- 
roads are asking the railroad commission to 
throw away the present freight rates of this 
state, made by the commission, and to ap- 
prove a new and higher scale of freight 
rates made by the railroads. 

They should understand that the railroads 
are asking the railroad commission to throw 
away the present Georgia classification, 
made by the commission, and to adopt the 
southern classification, made by the railroads. 

They should understand that this is no 
ordinary freight rate case, involving only a 
few rates and a few questions of classifica- 
tion, but is the most important and far-reach- 
ing freight rate case that was ever tried 
before the railroad commission of this or any 
other southern state. 

They should understand that this case 
involves every rate on every article shipped 
by freight, and that it involves the classifi- 
cation of every article shipped by freight. 

Whatever may be the feeling of the ship- 
pers and receivers of freight, at least the 
railroads do not fail to appreciate the magni- 
tude and far-reaching consequences of the 
case. They do not fail to appreciate the fact 
that millions of dollars of increased reve- 
nues depend upon the outeome, and they are 
conducting their end of the case with due 
regard for the importance of the conse- 
quences. 

They spent two years in the preparation 
of their petition, which embodies their pro- 
posed new scale of rates and their proposed 
southern classification. They devoted months 
to preparation of the data, exhibits and argu- 
ments which they are now presenting to the 
railroad commission in support of what they 
ask. They entered the hearing of the case, 
which commenced last August 17, completely 
and perfectly prepared. Their leading traffic 
officials are constantly attending the ses- 
sions of the hearing, day after day. Their 
conduct of the case is in the hands of able 
counsel. 


Railroads Prepared. 

Moreover, the railroads have expended 
thousands of dollars in a campaign of news- 
paper advertising to influence public opinion 
in their favor. They have undertaken by 
adroit publication of fallacious arguments 
to convey the impression that they are not 
seeking to advance the freight rates of Geor- 
gia, but to “revise’’ them; that they are not 
seeking to increase their revenues, but to 
“remove discriminations;” that they are not 
asking the railroad commission to throw 
away the system of freight rates made by 
the commission, but to make the rates of 
Georgia “conform to the long and short haul 
principle;” that they are not attempting to 
lay additional burdens upon the _ shipping 
public by substituting a classification of 
their own for a classification made by the 
railroad commission, but to “attain a uni- 
formity of classification in this and other 
states.” 

Shippers and receivers of freight who have 
taken the precaution to make their-own in- 
vestigations are not misled by this publicity. 
They know exactly what the railroads want. 
They know that the railroads are asking the 
railroad commission to allow them to levy an 
additional tax of millions of dollars per an- 
num upon the shipping public of this state; 
and they Know, furthermore, that the rail- 
roads are making this request at a time when 
their operating incomes, over and above all 
expenses of every kind, are now running at 
a high-water mark almost unparalleled. 

The bureau of railway economics, which is 
an establishment in Washington maintained 
by the railway companies of the United 
States for the scientific study of transporta- 
tion problems, has just issued a statement of 
the revenues and expenses of the railroads in 
the United States for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1916, and the figures contained in 
this statement have a most important bear- 
ing upon the petition of the railroads of 
Georgia, now pending before the railroad 
commission, 

In the language of railway economics, 
“operating income” is a term which desig- 
nates the net profit arising from railway 
operation after payment of all expenses of 
every kind, including taxes. In other words, 
operating income is the fund available for 
surplus and the payment of dividends. 

The statement issued by the bureau of 
railway economics shows that the railroads of 
Georgia, in common with the railroads of the 
whole United States, enjoyed enormous in- 
creases in operating income for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1916, as compared with 
These 
increases were as follows: 

Atlanta and West Point railroad, $112,816; 
railroad, 
$303,402; Atlantic Coast Line railroad, $2,809,- 
656; Central of Georgia railroad, $519,656;

Not content with these enormous increases, 
the railroads of Georgia are now proposing to 
throw away the freight rates fixed by the 


not sufficiently high to satisfy them, and to 
put into effect a new and advanced scale of 
rates that will further swell] their profits. 

Not content with the splendid measure of 
prosperity which already they enjoy, the 
railroads of Georgia are now proposing to lay 
additional burdens upon the shipping public 
by throwing away the Georgia classification, 
made by the railroad commission, and put- 
ting into effect the southern classification, 
made by them. 

Proposed Increases. 

They propose to raise all class rates for 
all distances from one to 130 miles, which 
distances cover the Dulk of traffic moving 
in this state. They propose to raise all com- 
modity rates for all distances. Their pro- 
posed advances range from 20 to 200 per 
cent. Every article of commerce shipped by 
freight will feel the effects of this proposed 
“revision,” since the change which they are 
pleased to call by this smooth-sounding name 
is really a throwing away of existing rates 
and a setting up of new and higher rates. 
Every consumer, every merchant, every man- 
ufacturer and every farmer is vitally con- 
cerned, for the price of all goods used by 
the consumer is directly affected by freight 
rates, and the profit or loss of the merchant 
and manufacturer and farmer is determined 
to a very considerable extent by the measure 
of freight rates they must pay. 

Statements furnished to the railroad com- 
mission by the petitioning railroads show 
that the rates they propose will increase their 


| annual revenue $884,000 on traffic moving out 


of 21 points in Georgia. If their revenue will 
be increased to this extent on outgoing traf- 


' fic from 21 points, to say nothing of ingoing 


traffic to those points, what will the in- 


crease be for the state as a whole? 


An estimate carefully prepared by Hon. 


' J. D. Price, state commissioner of agriculture, 


shows that the proposed new rates on fer- 
tilizer alone will yield the railroads an in- 
creased revenue of $800,000 per annum. Who 
will pay this tax? The farmers, of course. 

Estimates prepared by the statistical bu- 
reau of the Georgia Shippers’ association 
show that the proposed new rates, on a most 
conservative calculation, will yield the rail- 
roads of Georgia an annual increase of 
$3,000,000 in revenue.

America’s Great Responsibility 


Shown by Rev. W. H. Hopkins 


Declaring America to be the “Nation of 
Destiny” of the world today, and impres- 
sively discussing the great responsibility 
resting on her because of: her part’ in the 
world’s tangled affairs, Rev. W. H. Hopkins, 
superintendent of the southeast for the Con- 
gregational Home Missionary society, deliv- 
ered an unusually interesting sermon Sunday 
at the Central Congregational church. In 
part, the sermon follows: 

“And ye shall be my witnesses both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea and Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the earth.”— 
Acts 1:8. 

‘It is an old text, but one with a new 
emphasis and a new meaning in these days. 
The words mean more today than they have 
ever meant before. The great victories of 
the Christian church today are in India and 
China; in Korea and Japan. Our prophets 
are saying that out of this terrible world 
tragedy, this old world of ours is emerging 
into a new era—an era as definite and dis- 
tinct as any of the great eras of the past. 

“This new era is to be an era of democ- 
racy. Whatever else the blood-stained trench- 
es of Europe may reveal, it is certain that 
they emphasize the birth of a new age of 
democracy. There is an old cry which we 
are hearing for the last time. Ever since the 
daye when old King Saul wus crowned the 
first king of Israel, the world has heard the 
cry, ‘Long live the king.’ It is hearing that 
ery for the last time. The king and the 
things for which he stands must go. The 
new era is to be an era of democracy. It is 
to be an era in which the everyday man 
shall have his innings. The bygone ages 
have been for kings and lords, for dukes and 
nobles. The divine right of the king is of 
the past, and with it has gone the divine 
right of the few. Men may not be equal in 
ability—they shall be equal in opportunity. 
The day of the favored few is passing. We 
are nearing the day for which Amos and the 
old-time prophets gave their lives. For the 
first time in history, the everyday man is to 
have his opportunity. 

“It is also to be an era in which the 
Christianity of Jesus shall at last be given 
a chance. It is needless to say that much 
which has been passing for Christianity has 
never been the Christianity of Jesus. Kaiser 
Wilhelm’s appeal to the god of battle to sup- 
port German Kultur has never been the 
Christianity of Jesus. Neither has the Amer- 
ican glorification of the man cf wealth been 


true to the teachings of the Galilean Car- 
penter. The man who has succeeded in a 
worldly way the church has canonized. Jesus 
has no word of sympathy for him. His word 
of commendation ever went to the man who 
gives. He would canonize the widow giving 
her two mites, while Dives with his ill- 
gotten gains and the man with his overflow- 
ing barns He denounces. He made love the 
basic arch of His kingdom. 

“This is an age in which America ts called 
to the high mountain of privilege. What- 
ever inay be our faults and our failings as a 
nation, we stand before the world today as a 
nation of destiny. America is the natural 
arbiter of the world’s destiny. 

“In this wonderful new age this text has 
anew meaning: ‘Ye shall be my witnesses, 
both in Jerusalem, Judea, Samaria and the 
uttermost parte of the earth. Let me mod- 
ernize: Ye shall be my witnesses, Doth in 
Jerusalem, your own city—-for us it means 
Atlanta; Judea, your own land—for us it 
means America; Samaria, the next outlying 
country—the country with the half-breed 
population. For us there is n> doubt as to its 
meaning: For us, Samaria is Mexico. It is 
our great duty not to send the sword and 
bayonet, but instead the Bible and the Chris- 
tian teacher. What Mexico needs is not 
Caesar and his soldiers, but Jesus and His 
gospel. Mexico needs today our love, our 
sympathy; not our spite and our vengeance. 

“What about the America of today? It is 
a land of opportunity and destiny. In how 
far is it a Christian America? If we are to 
be the arbiters of world destinies, surely we 
must have the standards and the spirit of 
Jesus Christ. 

“The United States census says there are 
one hundred millions of us. Sixty million 
are outside the membership of the churches 
of America. Surely there is a call ringing in 
our ears. Analyze again: -vifteen of the 
one hundred millions are foreizners, bringing 
their foreign ways and foreign traditions to 
our shores; frequently living the same kind 
of life in free America that they live in the 
south of Europe. To the Bulgarian in Bul- 
garia we send our missionarics The Bulga- 
rian in the homeland we neglect. The China- 
man in China has our prayers and our con- 
secrated gifts. The Chinaman in Christian 
Atlanta has no missionary. There ig a call 
to evangelize the millions who have come to 
our shores seeking liberty and privilege.’ 


Dr. Henry A. Porter Preaches 
Sermon on Value of the Soul 


“The soul is the seat of conscience. It 
is the birthplace of our aspirations,” de- 
clared Rev. Henry Alford Porter in his ser- 
mon last night at the Second Baptist church 
on the text: Luke &:33—‘What shall it prof- 
it a man if he gain the whole world and 
lose his own soul?” 

In part he said: “This question is par- 
ticularly appropriate today, not alone be- 
cause ours is predominantly a commercial 
age, but also because Christ emphasizes here 
the tremendous value of the individual soul. 
We are swinging away from that thought 
today. We are regarding men in the mass. 
We are longing to do social service, to uplift 
the people. But the Master’s inquiry indi- 
cates that not until a man sees the infinite 
value of his own soul is he able adequately 
to care for the souls of other men. 

“What shall it profit a man if 
the whole world and lose his own life?’ 
the revised version has it, and has it right. 
‘If he lose his life, himself, his being.’ 

Does It Pay?t 

“What shall it protit a man 
the whole world and lose his intellectual 
life? If his love for poetry and literature 
dies out while the race for pleasure or gain 
goes on? If Shakespeare’s profound studies 
of life and Milton’s majestic songs, and Ten- 
nyson’s silvery music—if all the wonders 
of literature become dim to him and lose 
their meaning, what shall it profit him? 

“What is the soul? We talk about the 
soul as though it were some mysterious 
thing, hidden away in man’s interior? Why, 
your soul is yourself. Your soul has a body 
which you wear for a little while and which 
later will be cast aside when the soul goes 
out to meet its destiny. ~ What is the soul: 
The soul is the seat of conscience. It is 
the birthplace of our aspirations. It ia the 
house out of whose windows hope looks up- 
on the stars and brings them down to light 
wp our common way here. This it is that 
soars and sings in our joys and moans and 
sobs in our griefs. 

“There is nothing so beautiful or so val- 
uable in all the world as the soul. A soul 
is worth more than an art gallery. The 
artist’s soul is greater than the artist’s pic- 
ture. A soul is worth more than all the 
marvels of architecture. Saint Paul's ca- 
thedral assumed its princely proportions in 
the soul of Sir Christopher Wren before it 
flung its towers toward the gloomy sky of 
London. The dome of Saint Peter's swung 
in the soul of Michael Angelo before he 
swung it before the admiring gaze of the 
eternal city. The soul 1s worth more than 
aught else or all else. 

“We put before our young people a false 
standard of success, the standard of getting 
on in the world. The successful physician 
is the man who has the most lucrative prac- 
tice. The successful merchant is the man 
who gets rich the quickest, The successful 
pastor is the man who commands the larg- 
est salary. The woman who marries money 
marries well, and the woman who marries a 
man marries poorly, throws herself away. 
And I say it is the devil’s philosophy and

railroads.

Despite the fact that the country was, 
and is, confronted with so unprecedented a 
shortage of white paper that the publishing 
trade is seriously menaced, the last congress 
cheerfully followed the reprehensible example 
of all its predecessors and wasted miles of 
paper in the Congressional Record, largely 
by the “leave-to-print” device. Nor did it 
curtail the franking privilege, which has 
been so extended as to become a flagrant 
abuse. It is estimated by the Navy league 
that the use of Representative Tavenner’s 
frank in sending through the mails Henry 
Ford's anti-preparedness propaganda cost the 
postoffice department approximately $509,000. 

When congress reconvenes, some senator 
or representative will have an opportunity 
to strengthen hia hold on his constituency 
and gain the respect of the whole public by 
making a determined effort to put an end to 
the folly of the “leave-to-print” trick and to 
stop the abuse of the franking privilege, even 
if it is necessary to abolish the privilege 
altogether. 


The Great Plains. 
(From U. S. Geological Survey.) 

The great plains are smooth treeless 
slopes that extend eastward from the foot 
of the mountains into central Kane 
sas as well into adjoining states on the 
north and south. Their western margin has 
altitude of almost 5,000 feet near the 
Rocky mountains, from which they make a 
practically continuous descent to an alti- 
tude of 2,000 to 2,200 feet in central Kansas, 
where they merge into rolling prairies. The 
plains are trenched by the relatively shallow 
valleys of many rivers and creeks flowing to 
the east, but extensive areas of the remark- 
ably smooth tabular surfaces remain  be- 
tween these valleys 

The major part of the great plains fe 
covered by sands, gravels and loams of 
late Tertiary age (about a million years old), 
Varying in thickness from 50 to 200 feet in 
@reater part and in general lying on a rela- 
tively smooth surface of the older rocks. 
The materials were brought from the Rocky 
mountain region by streams which ran in 
Various courses across the region, some- 
times cutting valleys, but mostly depdsit- 
ing sediments. The time was one of rela- 
tively arid conditions, robably in general 
Similar to the present, the streams bringing 
out of the mountains a larger amount of sed- 
iment than they could carry through to the 
great rivers on the east. he process .wat 
long continued, and it is likely also that at 
times ‘the. stream grades were somewhat 
less than they are at present, so that the 
deposits were not to any great extent deeply 
trenched by small creeks, as they are now. 
It is known from the fossil bones found in 
the deposits that the region was inhabited 
by numerous land animals of a sort very 
different from those of the present era. 
There were rhinoceroses, camels, three-toed 
horses, clephants and bisons of pecullar 
types, as well as a great many species of 
smaller animals. At certain places In the 
region large iumbers of bones of these 
strange unimals have been found and dug 
out, and many of these bones are Buw Gcare-

| Manufacturers Are Using 
All Possible Equipment, 
and Are Unable to Fill Or- 
ders, Says Dun. 


Dun’s report says: 

Maintenance of consumptive demands 
in unparalleled volume with costs ris- 
ing rapidly continues one of the most 
remarkable features of the times. Each 
week prices, already at an extreme po- 
sition, go still higher and the advances 
embrace a wide 1ange of commodities, 
yet current and forward purchasing 1s 
unabated and coftmpetitive bidding again 
accentuates the strength of many mar- 
kets. It remains the exception where 
the seller seeks the buyer, and some 
manufacturers have withdrawn quota- 
tions entirely as a means of checking 
the influx of orders which cannot be 
filled for months to come, or which 
they are not inclined to accept lest 
prices change to their disadvantage. 
All available equipment is utilized to 
cope vvith the pressing requirements, 
but at a time when producing and dis- 
tributing forces should be running 
most smoothly there is constant com- 
plaint of the scarcity of raw materials 
and of labor, and uf car shortages that 
aggravate the problems of making de- 
liveries as quickly and as regularly as 
desired. In most instanceg it is diffi- 
cult, if not impracticable, to secure ur- 
gently needed supplies with which to 
fill consumers’ warts, and in the rela- 
tively few eases where special advan- 
tages on shipments are possible pre- 
miums are readily obtainable. That 
the great activity in business is coun- 
try-wide is evidenced by the optimistic 
reports from all sections, and it is 
noteworthy that the high level of farm 
products is imparting decided stimulus 
to conditions in the west and south, 
where financial obligations are met 
with increased promptness. The im- 
provement in collections is reflected in 
diminished failures, while savings bank 
deposits, in spite »f the steadily rising 
costs of necessities, are accumulating. 
Clearings througn the banks at lead- 
ing centers outside New York this 
week. are 37.6 per cent larger than in 
1915, when prosperity was returning, 
and gross earnings of railroads report- 
ing for the first week of October are 
11.5 per cent greacer than in the earlier 
veriod. 

Coincident with another rise in call 
loans to 4 per cent, $5,000,000 gold 
came in from Canada on Tuesday, and 
more arrived later. This marks the re- 
sumption of the movement which was 
suspended in September and further 
shipments seem probable, especially as 
the British treasury is desirous of see- 


ing money rates at this center remain 
on an easy basis. Various reasons were 
assigned to account for the renewed 
advance in day-to-day accommodation, 
some interests attributing the tempo- 
rary flurry largely to the recent steady 
impairment of the local banking posi- 
tion.

21 MEN ARE DROWNED 
WHEN STEAMER SINK 


The James B. Colgate Goes 
Down in a Storm on 


Lake Erie. 


Cleveland, Ohio, October 22.—Twenty- 
one members cf tne crew of cne steam- 
er James B. Colcate were drowned in 
Lake Erie Friday 1.ght, when the Col- 
gate, bound from !:uffalo to Fort Wil- 
liam, Ontario, with- coal, went down 
in a storm off Fr.c, Pa. Theo tragedy 
became kuown on.” :oday when Captain 
Walter Grashaw of Clevei:and,_ sole 
survivor, was pic«.! up by a car ferry 
and taken to Conneaut, Ohio, after be- 
insy aflcat 34 hours .n a life raft. 

Captain Grashaw, who had been mas- 
ter of the Colgate for only two weeks, 
became unconscious goon after being 
picked up, but was able to tell part of 
the story of the disaster. Nineteen 
crew, he said, were drowned 
when the big whaleback vessel foun- 
dered, and two others, Second Engi- 


i'neer Harry Ossman, of Cleveland, and 
-an unnamed coal passer, were washed 


from the life raft after exposure and 
exhaustion had rendered them helpless. 

The Colgate went down the night of 
what has become known in marine cir- 
cles as “black Friday.” Six men were 
lost when the steamer Filer sank in 
Lake Erie Friday, and on the same 
day the steamer Marshall F. Butters 
foundered, but its crew of thirteen was 
saved. 

Less than an hour after the Filer 
sank, the Colgate, by far the largest 
of. the three lost vessels, went down. 
There wag no wireless on the boat and 
nothing was learned of the tragedy un- 
til Captain Grashaw was rescued, half 
dead, from his long fight for life. 

A terrific gale was blowing when 
the Colgate sprang a leak early Fri- 
day night, Captain Grashaw said, and 
immediately it was seen that she was 
doomed. “We got the life raft ready,” 
he said, “just as the boat was so far 
down that the decks were awash. 

“When she sank everybody jumped 
into the water. I went down, and when 
I came up by some chance my hand 
touched the raft. I grabbed it and 
pulled myself on it just as Second En- 
gineer Ossman and the coal passer 
reached it. What happened to the oth- 
ers [I don’t know. I never saw them 
again. 

“Then our awful fight began. Twice 
the raft turned completely over and we 
were washed loose, but managed to re- 
gain our holds. I must have been 
unconscious part of the time, for I can’t 
remember distinguishing night and day 
while the storm plunged our craft. 

“First the coal passer was washed 
away and hours later Ossman, exhaust- 
ed, disappeared. Then I remember 
fighting my way to the top time and 
again as the raft plunged beneath me.” 

The Colgate was of 3,300 tons.

‘VICTORIES IN THE AIR 


WON BY THE FRENCH 


Paris, October 22.—(Via London.)— 
“On the Sormme front our aviators yes- 
terday brought down three German 
aeroplanes,” says an official announce- 
ment issued here today. “Five others 
were forced to land in damaged con- 
ditions. 

“During these fights Adjutant Dorme 
brought down his fifteenth enemy ma- 
chine at Barleux, and Sergeant Fla- 
chaire his fifth machine, which was 
dashed to pieces on the ground in the 
Somme district. 


“North of Verdun a German captive 
balloon, which was attacked by one of 
our pilots, fell in flames. 
“During the night of October 21 six 
of our aeroplanes bombarded the rail- 
way station near Courcelette, east of 
Metz. They dropped 180 bombs of 120 
millimetres on buildings and tracks, 
apparently causing much damage. 

“On the same night our squadrons 
dropped bombs on the railway stations 
at St. Quentin and Tergnier, sixteen 
bombs on bivouacs in the district of 
Atain and 126 heaVy bombs on the sta- 
tions at Ham and Athies, and the avia- 
tion sheds in the region of Peronne. 

“A German aeroplane was brought 
down in our lines yesterday by the 
fire of our special guns.”
